Small Boaters’ | \BBB Offers New [Informal Classes 


Fatalities Up 


The California Dept. of Navi- 
gation and Ocean Development, 
the State’s boating agency, has 
released a report showing an 
alarming upward trend in Cali- 
fornia boating fatalities over last 
year, citing 67 deaths in the first 
six months of 1973, as compared 
to 50 for the same period last 
year. 


“While there is a 12 percent 
drop in boat accidents and an 
even larger drop in injuries,” said 
Guy M. Ricksecker, Boating 
Safety Supervisor, “we are sud- 
denly experiencing a greatly in- 
creased number of deaths per 


| accident.” 


For the first six months of 
1973, only two deaths were re- 


| ported in accidents involving ca- 


noes, kayaks, rubber rafts and 
other manually propelled vessels. 
However, for the same period 
this year, 24 such fatalities were 
reported. 


Canoeists, Kayakers and other 
such boeatmen alone have ac- 


|counted for 36 percent of all of 


the State’s boating fatalities so 
far this year, Ricksecker noted, 
adding: ‘Not enough emphasis 
can be placed on the use of com- 
mon sense on the California wa- 
terways. We are asking all boat- 
men to exercise extra caution 
during these summer months 
when accidents are more likely 
to happen.” 


Ricksecker also noted that the 
Dept. of Navigation and Ocean 
Development will be doing all it 
can to alert the public to the con- 
sequences of boating careless 
ness, and is currently preparing 
a free safety pamphlet for canoe 
and kayak enthusiasts.

Beware of ‘Boiler 
Room’ Fund-Raisers 


“Boiler room” telephone opera- 
tions, an old method of fraudu- 
lent fund-raising, are on the up- 
surge nationally. 

A majority of those operations 
originate in Los Angeles where 
the local Better Business Bureau 
has recorded an unusually large 
number of complaints. 

“Boiler room” schemes involve 
telephone solicitations on a com- 
mission basis. The pitchman mas- 
querades as an advertising man- 
ager or a representative of an 
agency. Calls are made locally or 
all over the country to top execu- 
tives or owners of businesses. A 
spiel for the purchase of adver- 
using in a littel-known, non-ex- 
istent or minority group publica- 
tion with emphasis on equal op- 
portunity or civil rights makes 
the company an easy mark. The 
request for contribution is usu- 
ally in the amount of what-ever- 
the-traffic-will-bear category. 

A current pitch gives the im- 
pression that equal rights laws 
require a business to reach min- 
ority groups by way of advertis- 
ing. This is grossly untrue. 

B. Charles Wansley, president 
of the Better Business Bureau 
Eastbay, warns that every effort 
should be made to verify the 
publication or advertising agency. 
Make sure the solicitation is le 
gitimate. (1), Get the solicitor’s 
name and phone number. (2). 
Request all advertising offers be 
made in writing. (3). Ask for 
sample copies in a sworn state- 


ment attesting to the publica- 
ion’s circulation. (4). Check 
| your advertising records to see 


if advertising was placed previ- 
ously. (5). Check with the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau, 839-6661, be- 
fore committing yourself or your 
organization.

course, Bruce and his fellow 
“Kibbutzniks” (members of the 


Kibbutz) will begin their training 


with the army. 


His first reactions to his new 
countrymen have been very pleas- 
ant ones and are best described 
by Bruce’s comment: “I have 
been very fortunate in my expe- 
riences thus far. On my first ride 
on a sherut (taxi) here, the driv- 
er took me out to dinner. On the 
second sherut ride, the driver 
took me to his home, fed me 
and I met his beautiful Israeli 
family—quite charming.” Bruce, 
who was active in sports at Al- 
bany High, as well as Editor of 
the school newspaper and on the 
Board of Control, will no doubt 


fit into Israel’s friendly atmos- 
phere very easily.
